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REGISTRATION SET FOR SUMMER CHILDREN’S CLASSES AT THE 
CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 


Open registration for Young People’s Classes at The Cleveland Museum of 
Art this summer is set for Saturday, June 3. Museum members’ registration is 
Friday, June 2. 

Each of the twelve courses is designed for children at a specific age level— 
from three to seventeen—who learn about the Museum’s collections by visiting the 
galleries and creating their own artwork. Summer offerings include "Masquerade 
Brigade," "Beasts & Feasts," and "Paper, Paint & Pencil." 

Museum members may register from 10:00 am to 4:00 pm, June 2; members 
and nonmembers may register from 9:30 am to 3:30 pm, June 3. (Memberships 
are available at registration.) Classes are limited in size, and enrollment is on a 
first come, first served basis. Each student must be registered by an adult, in 
person, at the Museum; children need not be present to register. 

The course fee is $20 for members and $25 for nonmembers, to be paid at 
registration. Art for Parent and Child, a class in which children ages 3 to 4 can 
work together with their parents, is $30 for members, $40 for nonmembers. For 
information about financial aid, call the Museum at 421-7340, extension 182, 
before registration. 

Summer classes begin June 27 and meet twice a week for five weeks ending 
July 28, either on Tuesdays and Thursdays or on Wednesdays and Fridays. Each 
class is offered from 10:00-11:30 am and repeated from 1:30-3:00 pm. The 
attached flyer describes each course. 
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
